FEW years ago, the ſtate of the Priſons 

and Houſes of Correction in this kingdom, 
was ſuch as was calculated to counteract almoſt - 
every purpoſe for which thoſe buildings were in- 
tended. In conſequence of the total want of at- 
tention to air, to cleanlineſs, and whatever con- 
cerned the health of prifoners, the gaol-fever pre- 
vailed to ſuch a degree, as to occaſion the death of 
many more perſons than fell by the hands of the 
executioner. The fatal effects of this diſorder 
were often extended to debtors, as well as felons; 


to the keepers of priſons, as well as thoſe con-

fined in them; to witneſſes, to jurymen, and even 
to Judges on the bench.

The morals of priſoners were at this time as 
much neglected as their health. Idleneſs, drun- 
kenneſs, and all kinds of vice, were ſuffered to 
continue in ſuch a manner as to confirm old of- 
fenders in- their bad practices, and to render it 
almoſt certain, that the minds of thoſe who were 
confined for their firſt faults, would be corrupted, 
inſtead of being corrected, by their impriſon- 


ment. 


In this ſituation, it is probable, the gaols in 
this Iſland would ſtill have continued, if the atten- 
tion of the Public had not been called to the ſub- 
ject by the labours of Mr. HowARD. The true 
ſtate of the priſons was made known by that gen- 
tleman, and the means were pointed out by which 
they might be improved.

Legiſlature with the attention which its import- 
ance deſerved. Several acts of Parliament were 
paſſed for the better regulation of gaols and houſes 
of correction; and in conſequence of theſe acts, 
and of the exertions of many public bodies, and 
public-ſpirited individuals, much good has been 
done. Many new priſons have been built, in 
which the chief defects of the old ones have been 
avoided, many of the old ones have been improv- 
ed, and attention has been paid to air, to cleanli- 
neſs, and of courſe to health. The reſult of the 
whole has been, that the gaol-fever by which ſuch 
numbers not only of guilty, but of innocent per- 
ſons were deſtroyed, 7s now almoſt eradicated, and 
our gaols may for the moſt part be viſited without 
danger. But it is obſerved, that at this point the 
ſpirit of improvement unhappily ſeems to ſtop, 
ſcarcely touching upon that ſtill more important 
object, the reformation of the morals of priſoners. 


It is with a view to attain this object, and to 
correct thoſe abuſes which ſtill continue in our 
gaols, that the following obſervations are ſubmit- 
ted to the conſideration of thoſe perſons, whoſe 
ſituation renders them the moſt able to contribute 
to ſo good a work. The taſk will perhaps- not 
be found to be ſo difficult as it may at firſt ſight be

ſuppoſed. If the acts of the 14th Geo. III. cap. 
59, and 24 Geo. III. cap. 54, are examined, it 
will appear that proviſion is already made for the 
correction of moſt of theſe abuſes, and what is 
now chiefly required, 1s to take care that thoſe acts 
are properly enforced. The following pages point 
out the good effects which have reſulted from 
them, where they have been carried into execu- 
tion; and the evils which ſtill continue, where they 
have been neglected. 


For theſe reaſons, it is hoped, that the Magiſ- 
trates in the different Circuits will exert themſelves 
in their reſpective Towns and Counties; and that 
taking the following obſervations as their guide, 
they will endeavour to carry into effect the good 
intentions of the Legiſlature. For this purpoſe, 
the ſeveral circumſtances here mentioned are par- 
ticularly recommended to their attention.“

become clean and neat in their perſons, in their houſes, and gar.

In the plan here propoſed, it is to be obſerved, 
that no indulgence is recommended to be ſhewn to 
priſoners, but what is neceſſary in order to preſerve 
their health and reform their morals. The uſe of 
impriſonment is to correct thoſe who are vicious, to 
deter others from becoming ſo, to confine ſuch as 
are ſuſpected of crimes till their guilt or innocence 
is proved; and laſtly, to ſecure the perſons of 
debtors for the benefit of their creditors. If this 
is the caſe, how ſtrongly are we called upon to 
take care that the debtor, the perſon whoſe guilt 
is doubtful, and the young offender,“ be not ex- 
pofed, while in priſon, to any diſorders which 
may deſtroy his health, or endanger his life; or to 
any temptation from bad example, or bad ſociety, 
which may render it probable that he will be ſent

The ſucceſs which has attended the attempts al- 
ready made to reform the ſtate of our gaols, gives 
the greateſt reaſon to hope, that by perſiſting in 
our endcayours, we may complete the defired ob- 
ject. If after all that has been done, our priſons were 
now in as dreadful a condition as when Mr. Ho- 
wand firſt viſited them, there would be ſome rea- 
ſon to fear that the evil was not to be conquered; 
but as we find that the greateſt difficulties are

This great increaſe in the balance is chiefly owing to the con- 
victs being employed in building the new gaol: it cannot there- 
fore be expected that it ſhould continue as great when the build- 
Ing is finiſhed. There is however little reaſon to doubt of a 
conſiderable ſum being always gained to the county from the 
work of the convicts. It ſhould alſo be obſerved, that the ſav- 
ing the expenſe of maintaining convicts, which would otherwiſe 
be incurred, and the gaining a balance in favour of the county, 
are but ſecondary advantages. The great benefit which has re- 
ſulted from the exertions of the magiſtrates in this county, 1s the 
reformation in the morals of the priſoners, In this reſpect they 
have been remarkably ſucceſsful ; and it deſerves to be noticed, 
that in order to bring the convicts to habits of induſtry, promiſes 
have been found more effeciual than threats. A ſubſcription has 
been raiſed by the gentlemen of the county, by which ſome pri- 
ſoners, when diſcharged, have been clothed, others have been 
furniſhed with a complete {et of tools to go on with their work or 
manufacture; and a little money has been given them at their diſ- 
charge, with an aſſurance of further encouragement, in caſe they 
brought a certificate of their good behaviour from their em- 
ployers at the end of the year. Promiſes of rewards of this 
kind, or in ſome caſes of applying to his Majeſty to remit part 
of the term of confinement, have in every inſtance but one, an- 
ſwered much better than threats of further or more ſevere puniſh-

after defraying all charges, has amounted to (262: 18: 52, It is 


alſo to be obſerved, that by means of this well-regulated houſe 
of correction, many offenders have been brought to acquire ha- 
bits of induſtry ; and no method is found ſo effeftual towards 
reforming the morals of delinquents, as the teaching them a pro- 
fitable trade. It is a FACT, that ſome, even of thoſe 


convitts who appeared the worſt, are now become 
uſeful members of the community, and ſupport 
themſelves and their families, by the practice of 
that trade, which was taught them during their 
confinement in the priſon of Wymondham.

are zot in affluence. . They are inſtructed in reading, writing, 
and accompts, and the girls in knitting, ſpinning, plain needle- 
work and domeſtic occupations. A ſmall part of every day is 
devoted to ſilent and ſerious thoughtfulneſs, which does not ſeem 
tedious or irkſome to the children, for they are habituated from 
their early infancy, at ſtated times, to ſilence and attention. 


The houſe is a good and ſpacious building, and well adapted 
for the proper ſeparation of the boys and girls. No children are 
- admitted younger than nine years of age, except orphans, and 
but few remain in the houſe after they are fourteen. As the 
ſchool is partly ſupported by donations and legacies, the ex- 
penſe to the parents 1s eaſy (about eight guineas a year for each 
child). The general average number of children is three hun- 
dred and ten. From the 18th of October, 1779, to the end of 
1787, nine hundred and ninety-two children have becn ad- 
mitted. Of theſe only twelve have died ; three of them by the 
ſmall-pox in 1782, in the natural way. Of thirty-two who

53 By a ceſs inſpection of 6 countenances * as in 
this and ſome other priſons, I am fully perſuaded that the abo- 
lition of the tap is greatly conducive to their health. Their 
little money is How more generally fpent in Wholeforhe food, 
and they do not ſell their bread allowance to buy Kquors. In 
the northern counties of England, milk is only a halfpenny a 
quart, and oatmeal, which is much uſed by priſoners, is about 
127. a pound. Ten ounces boiled in water, with a little ſalt 
and butter, make a good meſs, which 1s here called water pot- 
tage; or if boiled with a little ſugar and currants is called 
gruel.—Groats and water well boiled, and parboiled currants, 
will keep two or three days, and, When warmed and fivettened, 
I think will make a good medicine for the ſick in priſons ; and 
good vegetable ſoup is better than meat ſoup. If I might ad- 
viſe as to drink, tea is a wholeſome and good liquor; and not 
only priſoners, but, as I have often found, ſailors when ſick, 
are very. fond of i. it.
